The Senator road the section 
if tho Consolidation Act donning the 
jowers of the Board of Supers isors 
md their personal liability, and de- 
•lared that in the future he should

Lame, of Santa Clara,spoke against

in the future; but ivs to tlie prescn 
deficiency bill, it ought to pass. 


Senator O'C'onnor wanted to know 


if the Senator from S*n Francisei 
could frame a more stringent lft\v 
than was plainly printed in that sec- 
tion of the Consolidation Act referr 
ing to the powers of the Board o 
Supervisors and the penalty of go 
ing beyond that limit. 


Senator Pierson had nothing to saj 


in reply to the pointed question. 


Senator Tuttle v^as of the opinion 


that if the aetion of the Board o 
Supervisors -was illegal, as the mem 
ber from San Francisco admitted,th 
the Legislature certainly could no 
legalize it. 
Mr. Laine did not teltara in Ut 


frantic how 1 over innocent parties be- 
ing involved. He believed in pun- 
ishing not only the members of the 
Board ot Supervisors for going be- 
yond their limit, but the people who 
for the sake of contracts had seduced 
them into this u rong doing. 


Mr. Howe was in favor of pat-King 


the bill and squaring up accounts. 


Mr. Pierson affirmed that, accord- 


ing to the statement of tho Auditor, 
the warrants hud already heeu imdi- 
ted anrt would be paid, and • repudi- 
ation of the indebtedness would no) 
punish the Supervisors and the con- 
tractors, but the people at large.

A moat shocking affair occurred at 


11:30 this forenoon, near the center 
of the block bounded by Broadway, 
Franklin, Third and Fourth streets. 
Edward Yarey, a colored man, form- 
erly porter in Tabbs' Hotel, and at 
present employed in the Palace 
Hotel, San Francisco, occupied a 
tenement house nearly in the center 
of the block named. The house be- 
longed to James Chatfield of 418 
Third street, and stood in the rear of 
Mr. Cliatfleld's residence, the ap- 
proach to the tenement being through 
a narrow alley leading in from Third 
street. Varey had a wife and two 
little girls—one aged about three 
jean and the other eight months. 


Mrs. Varey left the younger child 


tied in a high elinir, near the store, 
and crossed Broadway to purchase 
some soap. She says she was not 
absent more than five or six minutes, 
bv.t while she was still in the store 
the cry of fire startled her and she 
ran for her home, only to find the 
interior of her kitchen in flames. 


The first alarm caine from n little 


daughter of Mr. Chatfield, who hap- 
pened to step out into the yard be- 
tween the two buildings. She saw 
the flames in Varey's kitclten and 
screamed. Mrs. Chatfleld, who had 
a broom in her hand at the time, ran 
into the back yard, from whence she 
saw the three-year old Varey girl 
standing in the kitchen door almost 
completely enveloped in flame. She 
ttrst reached the broom over the 
little girl's shoulder and jerked her 
out of the ftre, and then seized her 
and took her into her own house. 


About the same moment that Mr. 


Chatficld's little dangter discovered 
the fire, a lady residing at 417 Fourth 
street, immediately Iwck 
of 
the 


Vnrey tenement, also saw the smoke 
and heard the burning'baby calling 


Mamma! Mamma !" The liidy ran 


to her front door, on Fourth street, 
and unearned fire. Our reporter, 
who was jtmt emerging from the 
Court House, heard the cry and ran 
to the si-one of the conflagration. 
When he entered the yard, by way 
of the Third street alley, he found

Its face was but slight- 
ly crisped; its countenance was 
placid, but its clothing had been 
burned off, except where clasped by 
the belt which held it in the chair, 
and its hair was burned off in spots 
and gathered in little knots upon its 
head. The other little girl seemed 
moved by no other feeling than fear, 
until her baby sister, stork in death, 
was brought into her presence, and 
then she joined her heart-broken 
mother in the most frantic screams 
and exhibited a poignancy of grief 
that affected many to tears. 


The cause of the fire will perhaps 


never l>e definitely known, but as 
the firemen who entered the kitchen 
after the flames were subdued found 
a bunch of matches- upon the floor, 
it is possible that the oldest child 
was playing with them about the 
stove and communicated the flames 
to the little one's clothing.

house sustained but little damage, 
outside of the kitchen, but the fur- 
niture was nearly all destroyed.

A TERRIFIC KPtOSIOH. 


Bmrclan Attempt to Blow Open at 


Sob, m»d Wreck » BoUdinft. 


A detachment from the band of 


burglars who dime from the East 
some months since, and are now 
temporarily sojourning in San Fran- 
cisco, created no little excitement ia 
this city at an early hour this morn- 
ing, by attempting to blow open a 
large Tilton * McFarlaud safe, in 
the Mendocino Lumber Yard office 
of Walter Laidlaw, southeast corner 
of Seventh and Brush streets. We 
say Eastern burglars, because our 
California safe-breakers, with one 
exception, are at San Quentin. That 
exception is "Black Jack." More- 
over, none of the expert safe-break- 
ers who have had large experience 
in the business 011 this coast use 
ponder in their operations—and if 
they did, they would not use giant 
powder. The Eastern experts, how- 
eve?, are not acquainted with the na- 
ture of giant powder, and doubtless 
up to the hour of the attempt under 
consideration they considered our 
Pacific safe-breakers stupid because 
they had not resorted to this power- 
fill explosive. 


At 12:30 this morning the people 


living in the neighborhood of Mar- 
ket street station, or within four or 
five blocks of the corner of Brush 
and Seventh, were awakened by n 
terrific explosion, while thoso who 
were awake, and nt a distance of a 
mile from the scene of action, were 
startled by the noise. Two or three 
officers rushed to the scene, but all 
was quiet and no one was to be seen 
on the premises. 
Captain Band 


made an examination aud ascer- 
tained that the safe in the office 
had not been opened, and that noth- 
ing had been stolen, and his next 
step was to institute search and 
place u guard at each avenue of es- 
cape from the city, so as to capture 
any suspicious characters that might 
attempt to leave by the early trains 
or boats. Up to this hour, however, 
no clue to the burglars has been ob- 
tained. 


The barglars entered the door of 


the office building by means of skel- 
eton keys, ami left the door open 
when they went off—which must 
have been immediately after the 
blast went oft'. The building is of 
wood, about 18x12 feet in size, ceiled 
overhead, and tlie walls lined with 
dressed lumber. Across the northern 
end is a large desk, nnd reaching 
nearly across the center of the room 
is a low counter. 
The safe sat on the 


inside and against this counter. A hole 
nearly an inch in diameter had been 
apparently drilled (as its edges are 
rough), through the top of the safe, 
just ius-ide of the selvage band. Into 
this a large cartridge of giant pow- 
der had doubtless been inserted and 
there exploded.

the safe aud the top plate for some 
inches around were torn up, and the 
cement and asbestos packing in the 
top was shattered to dust. The lock, 
however, remained firm, and a dozen 
more such blasts would not have ef- 
fected an entrance. There wns but 
ten or twelve dollars in tlie safe, and 
the thieves could not even get at 
that. 


Although the safe is badly dam- 


aged it is still serviceable, but the 
building was badly wrecked. The 
roof was "raised"; every sash, was 
shivered and forced out of the build- 
ing; the large desk across the north 
end was crushed against the Avail; 
the door at the back end of the build- 
ing was splintered; the wainscoting 
or lining of the walls was torn off as 
if by a crowbar, many of the planks" 
being shivered into tooth-picks, and 
the counter beside the safe was a 
total wreck, the top of it being driv- 
en against the ceiling and shattered 
into little pegs, and tlicse driven into 
the solid planks above. 


Of course a concussion sufficiently 


powerful to produce such results, 
shook the earth for blocks around, 
and startled sleepers in the neighbor- 
hood rushed pell-mell to their doors 
and windows, but still the burglars 
escaped without being seen. They 
hod probably concealed themselves 
somewhere in the lumberyard in tlie 
rear to await the result of the blast, 
but on hearing such a terrific explo- 
sion, they doubtless became as badly 
frightened as others in the vicinity, 
and immediately took to their heels. 
Mr. Laidlaw says he will hereafter 
leave his office door open, so as to give 
safe blasts vent, and thereby save 
his building. This is the first at- 
tempt at safe breaking in Oakland 
for six years.
